Dear  Sir:     My  seventh  annual  report  of  the  transactions  of 
the  Treasury  Department  and  the  condition  of  the  State  banks 
and  Trust  companies  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted to  you,  as  required  by  law,  for  the  year  beginning  Janu- 
ary I,  igoy,  and  ending  December  31,  1907. 

THE  STATE  TBEA8UBY. 

As  shown  by  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  balance  in  the  Treas- 
ury January  i,  1907,  was    $        804,44493 

The  receipts  from  January  i,  1907.  to  December  31,  1907,  inclu- 
sive, as  shown  by  the  books  of  this  oflBce,  were,  4,813,764.83

BONDED  DEBT. 

Treasurer's  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907,  show- 
ed the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State  to  be, $    7,231,500.00 

On  the  first  day  of  January  of  this  year,  the  tenth  annual  install- 
ment of  bonds,  issued  under  Act  of  1887,  became  due  and  was 
paid  off  with  the  sinking  fund,  amounting  to    100,000.00 

Leaving  valid,  interest- bearing  bonds  at  this  date,  as  shown  by 
table,  7.131,500.00 

Oaring  my  service  as  Treasurer  I  ht  ve  paid  off  and  retired  $800.- 
000.00  of  the  Principal  of  the  Public  Debt,  and  in  interest, 2,218,160.00 
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SOME  OF  THE  WORK  IN  THE  TREASURY. 

In  1789,  durino:  General  Washington's  presidency,  the  finances 
of  Georgia  were  under  the  management  of  a  treasurer  and  one 
assistant. 

In  i860,  seventy-one  years  later,  the  Treasury  Department  of 
Georgia  continued  to  be  under  the  management  of  a  treasurer  and 
one  clerk. 

In  1907,  forty-Seven  years  still  later,  or  one  hundred  and  eigh- 
teen years  since  Georgia  became  a  State,  the  same  salaries  that 
pertained  to  the  office  in  1789  and  i860,  are  under  the  Consti- 
tution of  Georgia,  still  paid  for  the  performance  of  these  duties, 
though  the  work  of  the  office  has  grown  several  hundred  per  cent. 
The  Constitution  of  Georgia  forbids  an  increase  of  the  help  and 
salaries  in  this  office,  but  the  legislature  has  not  seen  fit  to  dimin- 
ish the  constant  increase  of  w^ork  and  added  care  and  responsi- 
bility. 

Indeed,  a  short  time  l>efore  the  war,  the  tax-collectors  can:e  to 
.  the  capitol  in  person  once  a  year  and  had  a  settlement  with  the 
Treasurer.  Then  there  were  about  one  hundred  of  them,  and  one 
settlement  a  year  with  each  was  made.  Now  we  have  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-six  tax-collectors,  and  their  remittances  are  made, 
many  of  them,  every  month  of  the  year.  All  these  must  be  cred- 
ited and  receipted  to  the  Comptroller-General. 

The  Treasury  Department  now  has  accounts  with  146  count v 
school  commissioners  and  with  60  local  school  systems  of  cities, 
towns  and  townships,  making  a  total  of  206  school  accounts,  and 
lequiring  an  immense  amount  of  bookkeeping  never  performed 
before  the  Constitution  of  1877.  In  addition,  we  have  accounts 
with  46  oil  inspectors,  and  their  reports  come  in  every  month, 
sometimes  oftener. 

In  1877  there  were  only  three  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
and  about  twenty  judges  of  the  superior  courts  w^ith  whom  the 
Treasurer  kept  accounts;  now  we  have  six  judges  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  six  stenographers  of  the  Supreme  Court,  three 
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judges  of  the  Appellate  Court,  three  stenographers  of  that  court, 
twenty-six  judges  of  the  superior  courts,  and  twenty-six  solici- 
tors-general. With  a  majority  of  these  we  have  monthly  settle- 
ments, to  some  of  them  we  pay  portions  of  their  salary  as  many 
as  a  dozen  times  a  month,  thus  multiplying  our  work. 

The  civil  establishment  has  grown  several  hundred  per  cent,  in 
the  number  of  employees,  and  in  the  amount  of  their  salaries  as 
well  as  in  the  increased  work  upon  the  Treasury  Department. 

Before  the  Constitution  of  1877  was  adopted  we  had  few,  if  any, 
special  accounts,  such  as  artists  tax,  auctioneers  tax,  automobile 
agents,  ball  and  bicycle  parks,  billiard  tax,  cigarette  tax,  express 
companies  tax,  g}'psy  tax,  insurance  fees,  insurance  agents,  inter- 
est from  depositories,  liquor  tax,  pensions  refunded,  office  fees, 
oil  fees,  peddlers  tax,  poll  tax.  railroad  tax.  rental  of  Western  & 
Atlantic  Railroad,  sale  of  codes,  sale  of  form  books,  sale  of  re- 
ports, sewing  machine  agents,  show  tax,  street  railroad  compa- 
nies tax,  tax  of  agencies,  on  games,  on  sleeping  car  companies, 
.on  telephone  companies,  building  and  loan  fees,  Coca-Cola  facto- 
ries, conscience  fund,  dividends  from  stocks,  franchise  tax,  geo- 
logical laboratory,  hire  of  convicts,  pawnbrokers  tax,  sale  of 
school  lands,  supreme  court  costs,  surplus  from  wild  lands  sales, 
tax  on  abstract  companies,  on  cash  registers,  on  brewing  compa- 
nies, on  cold  storage,  on  futures,  on  loan  agents,  on  slot  machines, 
on-  typewriter  agents,  on  ticket  brokers,  on  veterinary  surgeons. 
white  hops,  temporary  loans ;  and  accounts  must  be  kept  with  each 
and  every  one  of  these  special  sources  of  income. 

Besides  these  we  had  no  pension  accounts  to  keep  until  com- 
paratively a  recent  date.  This  year  the  Treasurer  paid  out  S890,- 
000,  and  next  year  this  will  be  increased,  and  instead  of  l^eing 
paid  out  once  a  year  to  each  pensioner  we  will  have  the  payments 
to  make  quarterly,  in  accordance  with  a  recently  passed  law.  We 
must  keep  pension  accounts  with  every  ordinary  of  the  State  as 
well  as  with  the  State  Pension  Commissioner  for  the  16,000  pen- 
sioners, to  whom  the  checks  must  be  sent  through  the  ordinaries 
or  cash  paid  over  the  counter.  Last  year  about  $60,000  was  paid 
to  Fulton  county  alone  over  the  Treasury  counter,  and  more  than 
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half  as  much  more  was  paid  in  the  same  way  on  personal  presenta- 
tion of  warrants  from  the  pensioners  in  DeKalb,  Milton,  Clayton, 
Cobb  and  other  adjacent  counties.  This  monopolized  the  entire 
time  of  myself  and  assistant  for  several  weeks. 


THE  TREASURY  BOOKS. 

It  is  proper  for  me  to  state  that  the  methods  of  bookkeping 
pursued  in  the  Treasury  Department  were  decided  upon  by  some 
of  my  able  predecessors  in  office,  and  since  I  have  entered  upon 
my  duties,  eight  years  ago,  I  have  visited  a  number  of  the  Treas- 
urers in  their  departments  in  the  Southern  States  and  a  few  of 
the  Northern  and  Eastern  States,  and  I  have  found  that  none 
was  simpler,  more  progressive  or  more  accurate  than  the  Treas- 
ury Department  of  the  State  of  Georgia.  I  beg  to  state  that  the 
department  is  now  following  the  law  as  laid  down  in  the  Code  of 
Georgia  of  1895,  page  ^2,  section  8,  paragraph  199,  relating  to 
the  duties  of  the  department  and  the  books  and  accounts  that  are 
required  to  be  kept. 

During  the  eight  years  that  I  have  occupied  my  position,  I 
2m  gratified  to  say  that  not  one  dollar  has  been  lost  by  the  State. 
The  books  have  been  repeatedly  inspected  by  expert  examiners 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Sj^eaker  of  the 
House,  and  two  years  ago  a  special  committee  made  a  visit  and 
special  investigation  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  they 
made  no  suggestions  or  recommendations  as  to  changes,  and 
found  no  fault  with  the  department  This  year,  as  I  have  with 
every  past  Legislature,  I  addressed  a  note  at  the  opening  of  the 
session  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
House,  asking  them  to  appoint  the  usual  examination  committee. 

The  statement  that  I  have  made  above  does  not,  by  any 
means,  embrace  all  of  the  duties  connected  with  the  Treasury. 
The  vast  amount  of  important  correspondence  should  be  included. 
We  average  seven  thousand  letters  per  annum. 
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BOND   REGISTRATION. 

And  I  should  add  that  the  registration  of  State  bonds  has 
gro\\Ti  more  than  lOO  f>er  cent,  in  number  and  in  the  amount  of 
work  lequired  since  I  entered  upon  my  duties*  in  1900,  and  this 
requires  the  utmost  particularity  and  care.  No  mistakes,  so  far, 
have  been  made  in  this  department,  though  the  work  has  mul- 
tiplied so  rapidly. 

NINETY-OXE  STATE   BANK   DEPOSITORIES. 

I  would  also  say  that  we  have  now  ninety-one  State 
bank  depositories,  with  applicaticHi  for  others  pending,  and  with 
each  one  of  which  we  keep  accounts,  and  from  which  we  require 
•  interest  on  their  daily  balances.  This  demands  time  and  care  to 
calculate  semi-annually.  There  were  thirty-nine  State  deposito- 
ries when  I  entered  upon  my  duties  in  1900.  This  will  give  you 
an  idea  of  the  increased  duties  and  responsibilities,  without  in- 
creased help. 

BONDS  DEPOSITED. 

Besides,  I  have  now  bonds,  $500,000  of  which  belong  to  the 
Western  &  Atlantic  Railroad,  as  security  for  payment  of  rents 
and  $1,500,000  additional  belonging  to  fire  insurance  and  surety 
companies,  placed  with  me  for  the  safety  of  the  policy-holders. 
Each  of  the  more  than  100  companies  require  for  auditing  pur- 
jjoses  at  home  certificates  that  we  have  these  bonds  on  deposit. 
And  a  large  number  of  mortgages  are  now,  by  a  recent  act  of  the 
Legislature,  placed  in  my  hands  for  safe-keeping.  All  of  these 
require  frequent  changes,  as  bonds  mature,  or  as  companies  retire 
from  the  State,  and  you  must  bear  in  mind  that  we  have  $3,- 
137,460  of  registered  bonds  on  which  I  send  semi-annual  in- 
terest, July  I  and  January  i  of  each  year.  Coupon  bonds 
amounting  to  $3,993,860,  require  .interest  on  same  dates. 
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It  is  right  to  bear  in  mind  also  tliat  we  are  now  keeping  ac- 
counts with  all  the  lessees  of  felony  convicts,  and  four  times  per 
annum  divide  out  the  amounts  of  the  convict  hire  among  all  the 
counties  of  the  State  according  to  population  and  send  them 
checks,  and  keep  account  with  each  county,  the  grand  juries  of 
some  of  which  direct  this  money  to  be  paid  to  the  public  schools 
and  others  to  the  county  roads.  Think  of  the  trouble,  time  and 
work  as  well  as  rigid  accuracy  required  to  prorate  this  among 
the  counties  according  to  population  and  sending  checks  for  the 
amounts. 

The  direction  of  the  Legislature  as  laid  down  in  the  Code,  I 
have  faithfully  and  accurately  followed. 

My  small  salary  of  $2,cco  per  annum,  the  same  as  was  paid 
over  a  half  century  ago,  and  that  of  my  assistant  of  $i,6oo, 
with  the  largely  increased  responsibilities,  duties  and  labors,  as 
compared  with  the  salaries  allowed  to  the  Treasury  Departments 
of  other  States  is  painfully  absurd  and  ridiculous  and  unworthy 
of  a  generous  and  appreciative  State. 


HELP  NEEDED. 

I  have  been  gratified  to  hear  you,  on  more  than  one  occasion, 
state  that  I  should  have  in  this  department  three  accomplished 
bookkeepers  at  salaries  of  $2,500,  $2,000  and  $1,500  respectively, 
and  I  fully  agree  with  you,  and  wish  the  Legislature  would  see  it 
in  the  same  light.  I  could  refer  you  to  certain  States  which  have 
an  income  of  less  than  our  annual  income  of  nearly  five  millions 
of  dollars,  which  allow  to  the  Treasury  Department  salaries  all 
the  way  from  $15,000  to  $45,000  per  annum.  Thirty-six  hun- 
dred dollars  is  the  total  amount  that  the  Constitution  of  Georgii 
allows  to  the  Treasury  Dcpartnknt  of  this  State. 

During  the  recent  session  of  the  Legislature  I  paid  out  to  the 
forty-four  senators  and  183  representatives  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly, with  their  clerks,  iressengers,  (l()orkeei>ers.  pages  and  [x>rters, 
amounts  daily  from  $4. to  $100  each,  and  our  average  was  between 
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$700  and  $1,400  per  day.  If  you  had  looked  in  my  door  at  any 
time  you  would  have  seen  how  busily  occupied  we  were  in  wait- 
ing, of  course  most  willingly,  upon  the  members  of  the  two 
houses.  At  that  time  you  would  have  been  more  thoroughly 
convinced  of  the  importance  of  additional  help  in  this  depart- 
ment 


CORRESPONDENCE. 

For  three  years  after  I  entered  ui>on  my  duties  the  corre-, 
spondence  of  this  department  with  the  county  officers  and  bank 
depositories,  holders  of  bonds  and  others  interested  in  treasury 
matters,  as  well  as  with  citi^ns  of  this  State  and  other  States, 
making  inquiries  in  regard  to  public  and  private  matters,  caused 
me  to  pay  out  of  my  small  salary  cash  for  absolutely  necessary 
stenographic  work,  it  being  impossible  for  me  to  answer  these 
communications  by  hand- 

I  must  not  omit  to  state  that  the  Treasury  keeps  accounts  with 
the  departments  composing  what  is  called,  in  most  States,  the 
"Governors  Cabinet/*  viz:  the  Secretary  of  State  and  his  as- 
sistant, the  Comptroller-General  and  his  assistant,  the  Attorney- 
General  and  his  aid,  the  Agricultural  Commissioner,  the  School 
Commissioner  and  their  assistants,  clerks  and  stenographers,  oil 
and  cattle  inspectors,  bookkeepers,  etc.,  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner and  clerk,  the  wild  land  office,  the  clerks  of  the  Supreme 
and  Appellate  courts,  their  sheriffs  and  stenographers,  the  State 
Geological  Department  with  its  several  employees,  the  Stale 
Chemist  and  his  assistants,  the  State  Entomologist  ancf  his  aids, 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  Adjutant-General  and  the  military 
fund,  the  State  library-  and  its  librarians,  the  three  Prison  Com- 
missioners and  their  assistants  and  the  prison  fund,  the  five  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  their  railroad  attorney,  clerk,  stenogra- 
pher and  expert  bookkeeper,  the  State  Sanatorium,  costing  over 
$30,000  per  month,  the  State  University  with  its  branch  colleges 
and  normal  schools,  costing  about  $12,000  per  month,  the  various 
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Stiate  building  fund  accounts  at  Athens,  Dahlonega,  Milledgeville, 
Macon  and  Cave  Spring:,  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute,  the 
Academy  for  the  Blind,  and  Prison  Reformatory  and  Prison 
Farm,  the  State  Historical  Department,  the  Pension  Commission.- 
er  and  his  clerks,  the  ^eat  printing  fund  account,  the  keeper  of 
public  buildings,  the  contingent  fund,  the  eleven  district  agricul- 
tural schools  and  the  Governor,  his  secretaries  and  stenographer. 
The  smallest  account  of  any  department  and  the  least  expen- 
sive to  the  State,  but  which  requires  a  bond  of  $200,000  for  its 
faithful  performance,  and  demands  the  most  constant  and  arduous 
work  and  exceeding  mathematical  care,  with  least  help  and  small- 
est salaries  are  the  places  of  State  Treasurer  and  l\is  one  clerk,  yet 
they  are  all  the  State's  Constitution  allows.  My  only  clerk,  after 
twenty  years*  hard  service  with  the  Comptroller-General  and  in 
the  Treasury,  has  failed  utterly  in  health,  and  has  been  ordered  by 
his  physicians  to  seek  another  climate  and  other  medical  care.  I 
cannot  withhold  his  meager  salary  while  he  is  so  ill,  and  I  am  now 
discharging  his  duties  and  mine  with  the  aid  of  a  temporary 
derk,  for  whose  salary  I  hold  myself  personally  responsible.  With 
all  these  duties  and  labors  growing  and  crowding  upon  me  and 
my  financial  department,  receiving  and  disbursing  nearly  $5,000- 
000  annually,  answering  legal  questions  and  giving  exact  infor- 
mation and  data  about  the  State's  affairs  often  each  day,  with 
small  attention  to  the  courtesies .  due  to  Georgia  citizens  and 
visitors  from  abroad,  who  call  for  detailed  statements  and  infor- 
mation, and  for  sake  of  courtesy  as  well  as  curiosity,  you  may 
readily  suppose  that  mv  office  is  a  busy  one.  The  anxiety  of  a 
faithful  officer  to  meet  promptly  every  obligation  of  the  State 
as  it  is  presented,  and  his  ambitious  desire  and  constant  study 
daily  and  nightly  into  the  ways  and  means  to  do  this,  and  thereby 
preserve  the  State's  credit  and  honor,  when  he  finds  legislative 
appropriations  exceed  the  State's  income,  surely  should  win  the 
kindly  consideration,  patience  and  confidence  as  well  as  the 
cordial  and  generous  appreciation  of  his  fellow  officials,  the 
State  Legislature  and  the  noble,  appreciative  and  magnanimous 
people  of  Georgia. 
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TEMPORARY  LOANS. 

I  do  not  boast  of  superior  business  qualifications  nor 
personal  influence  with  bankers  and  other  rrten  of  affairs,  but  I 
have  a  pardonable  pride  in  saying  that  I  have  secured  since  I 
became  Treasurer  of  Georgia  temporary  loans  to  meet  financial 
exigencies  and  emergencies  of  our  State,  at  the  lowest  rate  of 
interest  that  was  ever  obtained  by  any  Governor  or  Treasurer 
of  Georgia  or  any  other  State.  These  loans  were  at  the  rate 
of  z  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  I  have  done  this  annually  during 
the  past  six  years  of  my  services  as  Treasurer  of  Georgia. 

STATE  BANKS. 

During  the  past  eight  years  the  banks  of  Georgia  have  kept 
pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  State  and  country,  and  their 
increase  in  number,  capital  stock,  resources  and  surplus,  shows 
that  the  Banks  of  Georgia  are  stronger  to-day  than  ever  before, 
l^ecause  Georgia  bankers  are  more  alive  and  alert  to  the  interests 
of  their  great  calling,  and  through  their  organizations,  (at  thc^ 
head  of  which  are  the  Georgia  State  Bankers  Association  and 
their  local  Clearing  House  Associations)  they  have  manifested 
a  spirit  of  professional  enthusiasm  and  earnestness  which  has  re- 
sulted in  a  better  knowledge  and  practice  of  safe  and  conservative 
l>anking  methods  and  a  closer  cooi>eration  with  this  department 
in  the  observance  and  enforcement  of  the  banking  laws  of  the 
State. 

On  January  i,  1900,  when  I  entered  upon  my  duties  as  State 
IVeasurer.  the  duties  of  which  office  have  been  combined  since 
1 891  with  those  of  the  State  Bank  Examiner,  there  were  one 
hundred  and  forty  (140)  chartered  State  Banks  in  existence 
under  my  supervision.  The  first  examination  began  in  1891  with 
only  57  banks.  The  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  these  finan- 
cial institutions  has  been  remarkable:  Tn  1901,  there  were 
twenty-seven  (27)  new  banks  added,  in  1902  nineteen  (19),  irt 
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1903  thirty-five-  (35),  in  1904  thirty-nine  (39),  in  1905  eighty- 
four  (84),  in  1906  seventy  (70),  and  in  T907  forty-five  (45), 
which  would  make  four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (459),  but  there 
were  some  mergers,  some  hquidations.  and  two  conversions  into 
National  Banks,  and  at  this  date  (January  i»  1908).  we  have  in 
active  operation  four  hundred  and  forty-eight  (448)  State  Banlcs, 
which  shows  an  increase  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  per  cent. 
(220%),  since  I  entered  upon  my  labors  as  Treasurer. 

Below  I  give  an  interesting  comparison  of  the  State  Banks  in 
1901  with  those  at  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1907:

NATIONAL  BANKS. 

Georgia  has  eighty-seven  (87)  National  Banks,  which  are  not 
subject  to  my  examination  or  inspection.  These  National  Banks 
have  capital  paid  in  of  $8,958,500,  and  individual  deposits  of 
$26,774,360. 


PRIVATE  BANKS. 

Several  private  banks  during  the  past  year  have  obtainevl 
charters  from  the  State,  but  there  are  ([uite  a  nuniljer  still  in 
existence  in  various  cities  of  the  State.  These  are  n()t  subject 
to  examination. 

Banks  have  become  a  universal  convenience,  and  wherever 
there  is  a  community  which  will  in  any  measure  support  one, 
capital  seems  to  be  ready  to  invest  in  the  business. 
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THE  NEW  BANK  BUREAU. 

In  1900,  when  I  assumed  Olie  duties  of  the  office  of  State 
Treasurer  and  ex-officio  State  Bank  Examiner,  I  found  that  the 
law  provided  for  one  Bank  Examiner,  with  one  clerk  or  assistant, 
and  notwithstanding  the  rapid  annual  increase  in  the  number  of 
Banks  and  the  multiplied  increase  of  the  duties  of  this  depart- 
ment, I  had  only  one  assistant  until  the  new  banking  Act  of  1907 
was  fussed-  I  have,  thiough  each  Legislature,  earnestly  urged 
changes  and  improvements  in  our  State  banking  laws  and  an 
increase  in  help  and  salaries.  In  1906  the  State  Bankers'  Asso- 
ciation, at  their  annual  meeting  in  Atlanta,  adopted  resolutions 
of  co-operation  and  recommended  a  most  excellent  bill  to  the 
Legislature. 

The  bill  was  complete,  but  it  was  very  long,  and  at  its  third 
reading,  five  days  before  the  close  of  the  session,  the  House 
declined  to  take  time  to  read  it,  and  it  was  lost  or  shelved.  At 
its  session  this  year  the  State  Bankers'  Association  presented  a 
much  briefer  bill,  which  by  strenuous  eflforts  finally  passed  1x)th , 
the  Senate  and  House,  and  is  now  a  law. 


UNDER  TWO  SYSTEMS. 

The  Banking  Department  worked  under  the  old  law  with  one 
Bank  Examiner- in  the  field  and  448  banks  to  examine  during  the 
first  eigtit  months  of  the  year.  With  my  occasional  help,  Mr. 
J.  S.  Hollinshead  in  that  time  examined  191  banks.  The  new 
law  went  into  effect  September  i,  1907,  and  up  to  that  lime  this 
faithful  and  conscientious  assistant,  who  for  years  was  cashier 
of  one  our  l)est  banks  in  Newnan,  had  been  my  sole  help.  After 
September  ist,  Mr.  L.  P.  Davis,  cashier  of  tlie  L^pson  Banking 
Company,  acted  a  few  days,  but  was  oflfered  a  higher  salary,  and 
resigned,  and  then  Mr.  J.  T.  Henderson,  of  Austell,  Ga.,  an  able 
accountant  and  auditor,  accepted  the  place.  Thus  I  had,  during 
the  twelve  months,  one  examiner  for  eight  months,  and  two  for 
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four  months.     During  the  four  months  there  were  183  banks 
examined. 

The  banking  department  acted  the  past  year  under  two  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  systems  of  banking,  for  eight  months  under 
the  old  law  and  four  months  under  the  present  system.  We  did 
our  best  under  above  conditions- 

The  assessments,  recommended  in  the  present  law  upon  the 
various  banks  by  the  State  Bankers  upon  themselves,  were 
unfortunately  changed  and  lowered  by  the  Banking  Com- 
mittee of  the  House,  are  wholly  inadequate  to  secure  enough 
examiners.  The  Augusta  bankers,  with  Capt.  W.  B.  Young,, 
president  of  two  banks  in  that  city,  one  State  and  one  Na- 
tional, sent  to  the  State  Bank  Examiner  a  bill  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  General  Assembly.  It  was  read  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Atlanta  Clearing  House  Association,  and  an  able 
committee  composed  of  Mr.  J.  A.  McCord,  chairman,  V.  P. 
of  the  Georgia  Savings  Bank  and  of  the  Third  National  Bank : 
Mr.  W.  L.  Peel,  president  of  the  Maddox-Rucker  Banking  Co. ; 
Mr.  W.  S.  Witham,  president  of  the  Witham  system  of  banks, 
and  Mr.  E.  H.  Thornton,  president  of  the  Neal  Bank,  went  be- 
fore the  Banking  Committee  of  the  House  and  Senate  and  pa- 
tiently explained  and  urged  the  passage  of  the  bill.  By  invita- 
tion, the  State  Bank  Exammer  met  with  the  committees  also  and 
called  attention  to  the  defects  of  the  old  and  the  superiority  of 
the  proposed  new  law.  The  bill  was  passed,  but,  as  stated,  instead 
of  providng  ample  means  for  four  examiners  at  salries  indicated 
in  the  original  bill,  by  amendment  inadequate  provison  was  made, 
and  only  two  examiners  to  this  date  could  be  constantly  in  the 
field  to  visit  and  examine  our  448  banks  twice  a  year,  meaning 
896  vists  by  two  men  in  300  days,  deducting  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, a  physical  impossibility.  The  low  assessments  prevent  my 
getting  two  more  able  examiners,  and  they  are  sorely  needed^ 
The  new  law  has  many  good  features,  but  replies  received  from 
some  of  our  strongest  and  most  experienced  and  jiatriotic  bank- 
ers to  a  circular  letter  sent  to  them  by  me,  suggest  some  desir- 
able amendments  and  additions  to  it.     I  shall  submit  these  to 
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the  two  Banking  Committees  when  the  General  Assembly  next 
meets.  The  salaries  suggested  in  the  Act  were  satisfactory,  but 
the  assessments  authorized  to  be  made  on  the  banks  examin'^d  are 
not  sufficient  to  pay  those  salaries  and  the  expenses  of  the  exam- 
iners. The  assessments  being  inadequate,  competent  examiners 
can  not  be  procured  to  do  the  work  required. 

The  new  law  requires  examinations  twice  a  year  and  also  a 
system  of  independent  audits  by  a  trained  auditor  or  by  a  com- 
mittee of  bank  directors  (Section  25  of  the  new  law),  who  shall 
file  a  copy  of  their  report  with  the  State  Bank  Bureau.  An  ex- 
aminer can  not,  in  the  limited  time  permitted  him,  act  also  as  a 
bank  auditor. 

This  new  bill  was  introduced,  by  Messrs.  J.  N.  Holder  of 
Jackson,  Hooper  Alexander  of  DeKalb,  and  J.  P.  Heard  of 
Etooly,  and  its  purpose  is  wise  and  commendable,  but  it  is  un- 
fortunate that  its  provisions  for  raising  revenue  looking  to  its 
enforcement  are  utterly  inadequate. 

CLEARING  HOUSE  CERTIFICATES. 

The  seven  leading  banks  of  Atlanta  composing  its  Clearing 
House  Association,  found  it  necessary,  on  account  of  the  stop- 
page of  the  source  from  whicTi  they  had  obtained  their  cur- 
rency supplies,  caused  by  the  singular  panic  which  began  in 
October,  to  issue  on  October  31,  1907,  a  total  of  $1,835,000.00 
in  certificates.  Of  this  amount  the  Atlanta  National  took  $260,- 
000.00,  the  Lowry  National  $230,000.00,  the  Fourth  National 
$370,000.00,  Maddox-Rucker  Banking  Co.  $250,000.00,  the 
Neal  Bank  $200,000.00,  the  Third  National  $290,000.00,  the 
Central  Bank  &  Trust  Corporation  $235,000.00. 

It  is  presumed  the  officers  and  directors  of  these  strong  banks 
took  every  precaution  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  financial 
condition  and  strength  of  each,  and  some  of  them  reported  to  the 
State  Bank  Examiner  the  fact  that  they  were  all  equally  bound 
for  the  entire  issue  of  certificates,  that  they  knew  from  daily  con- 
tact in  innumerable  business  transactions  that  they  were  all  safe 
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and  solvent.    Each  and  every  on?  of  the  banks  were  bo^uid  for  the 
redemption  in  currency  of  every  dollar  that  was  issued. 

I  give  an  exact  copy  of  th^se  Clearing  House  certificates.  On 
one  side  were  the  following  words : 

"Atlanta  Clearing  House  Association  Certificate. 
Atlanta,  Ga. 

This  certifies  that  the  banks  composing  the  Atlanta  Clearing  House  Associa- 
tion have  deposited  with  C.  E.  Currier,  R.  J.  Lowry  and  W.  L-  Pcet,  trustees 
of  said  Clearing  House  Association,  securities  to  the  value  of  $  ,  to  secure 
to  the  bearer  hereof  the  pajrment  of  th^  sum.  of  $  doUacs,  in  legal  money 
of  the  United  States,  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  1908.  This 
certificate  is  issued  in  accordance  with  the  proceedings  of  a  meetijpg  of  the 
said  Association  held  on  the  30th  day  of  October,  1907,  and  will  be  received 
on  deposit  or  in  payment  of  debts  due  any  bank  in  said  Clearing  House. 

,  For  Trustees/* 

On  the  op|x>site  side  were  these  words  : 

"Payment  of  the  within  certificate  is  guaranteed  by  the  following  banks 
composing  the  Atlanta  Clearing  House  Association : 

Atlanta  National  Bank, 

Lowry  National  Bank, 

Fourth  National  Bank, 

Maddox-Rucker  Banking  Company^ 

The  Neal  Bank, 

Third  National  Bank, 

Central  Bank  &  Trust  Corporation/' 

Each  bank  had  a  certain  numl>er  of  officers  to  sign  each  bill 
as  their  representatives. 

As  State  Treasurer  I  declined  to  accept  these  certificates  as. 
deposits  in  the  Treasury,  and  the  Governor  called  a  meeting  of 
members  or  delegates  from  these  banks  at  the  Executive  Man- 
sion, which  was  attended  by  yourself  as  Governor,  by  the  At- 
torney General,  Hon.  John  C.  Hart,  and  by  myself,  as  well  as  the^ 
invited  officers  of  the  banks.  At  this  meeting  there  was  a  full 
and  free  discussion  of  this  new  currency,  and  the  position  which 
I  had  taken  to  decline  to  accept  for  taxes  any  Clearing  Hous^ 
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certificates  was  fully  explained,  and  the  next  day  I  sent  to  the 
Clearing  House  Association,  through  Mr.  Asa  O.  Candler, 
president  of  the  Atlanta  Clearing  Hfouse  Association,  and  Mr. 
John  K.  Ottley,  V.  P.  of  the  Fourth  National  Bank,  the  foHowing 
l^er  : 

State  Treasury  Department, 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  Novemftef  7,  1907. 

Dear  Sir  :   I  beg  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of  the  5th,  enclosing  copy  of . 
resolution  passed  by  the  Clearing  House  Association,  the  purport  of  which  is, 
Atlanta  Clearing  House  Certificates  in  payment  of  taxes  would  be  received 
by  the  banks  named  aS  cash. 

I  beg,  however,  to  correct  one  whereas  in  the  resolution,  to  the  effect  that 
I,  as  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  had  indicated  that  I  had  authorized 
the  State  and  county  tax-collectors  to  receive  Atlanta  Clearing  House  cer- 
tificates in  pajrment  of  taxes.  I  have  no  power  to  authorize  the  State  and 
county  tax-collectors  to  do  this,  but  of  course  would  interpose  no  objection 
to  any  arrangement  which  the  tax-collectors  and  the  depositories  might  enter 
into,  relative  to  so  receiving  the  certificates. 

The  attitude  of  the  State  towards  the  matter  involved  may  be  succinctly 
stated  in  a  letter  I  have  written  to  a  Georgia  tax-collector,  the  result  of  a 
conference  between  the  Governor,  Comptroller-General,  Attorney-General  and 
myself,  and  dictated  by  the  Governor,  which  reads  as  follows : 

,  'Replying  to  your  letter,  I  call  your  attention  to  section  ^^z  of  the  Code  of 
Georgia,  .which  provides  "that  taxes  must  be  paid  in  gold  or  silver  or  in  bills 
of  such  banks  as  pay  specie  promptly." 

The  State  can  only  accept  legal  tender  money  in  settlement  for  taxes.  I 
suppose  you  deposit,  when  you  collect,  with  the  local  State  depository. 

As  between  the  State  and  the  depository,  the  attitude  of  the  State  must  be 
that  the  depository  is  bound,  if  required,  to  recognize  the  checks  of  the  State 
and  pay  actual  money. 

As  a  matter  of  convenience  to  the  people  of  your  locality,  I  would  suggest 
that  you  confer  with  the  local  depository  and  see  whether  the  local  depository 
would  accept  Clearing  House  certificates  to  which  you  refer,  giving  you  credit 
for  them  as  though  they  were  actual  legal  tender  money,  and  putting  them 
to  the  credit  of  the  State  on  the  basis  of  actual  money  against  which  the  State 
can  check.' 

I  beg  to  remain,  very  truly,

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It  will  be  noted  that  the  Clearing  House  certificates  were  en- 
dorsed by  the  banks  above  narrjed,  including  the  Neaf  Bank.  No 
doubt  all  of  these  banks,  in  dealing  with  a  matter  of  so  much 
moment  and  importance,  and  carrying  with  it  such  eoormous 
financial  responsibility,  very  carefully  looked  into  and  considered 
the  condition  of  the  Neal  Bank  before  becoming  co-security  with 
them  in  the  endorsement.

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  at  this 
date  (January  i,  1908),  only  $128.08  with  which  to  begin  the 
labors  of  these  energetic  and  capable  examiners  for  the  year 
1908. 

An  inspection  of- the  above  figures,  giving  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, will  show  the  impossibility  of  paying  the  salaries 
indicated  by  Sec.  2  of  the  bill.  Instead  of  paying  the  full 
amounts  therein  suggested  they  have  been  necessarily  scaled  or 
prorated  that  they  may  correspond  with  the  -income  received. 
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In  the  beginning  of  the  work,  September  ist,  there  was  not  a 
dollar  appropriated  that  was  available  to  pay  the  expenses  for 
traveling  and  hotel  bills,  and  that  amount  was  advanced  by  me. 
To  be  more  explicit,  the  State  Bank  Examiner  instead  of  getting 
the  salary  indicated  in  the  Act,  of  $208.00  per  month,  received 
$104.00;  the  first  assistant  instead  of  getting  $167.00  per  month 
received  $104.00  per  month;  the  second  assistant  instead  of  get- 
ting $125.00  per  month  received  $100.00.  But  it  is  my  full  pur- 
pose to  secure  additional  examiners,  one  or  more,  if  I  receive  no 
salary  whatever  myself.  The  State  needs  them.  Many  members  of 
the  Legislature,  interested  in  this  matter,  have  expressed  their 
desire  to  have  the  assessments  increased,  and  if  we  are  to  make 
these  semi-annual  examinations  we  should  have  at  least  three 
mere  examiners  who  shall  he,  as  described  in  Sec-  4,  **men  of  ex- 
perience in  banks  and  examining  work.''  Many  applications  have 
been  made  for  these  i>ositions  by  men  of  capacity  and  experience, 
but  'when  the  small  salary  was  indicated  they  have  withdrawn. 
Others  are  stiU  ui>on  the  list  of  applicants,  and  their  names  will 
be  submitted  to  you  for  your  advice.  The  full  amount  specified 
for  salaries  in  the  Act  are  none  too  large,  and  are  necessary  to 
l)e  paid  if  Georgia  is  to  have  the  excellent  help  in  this  department 
which  its  imix)rtance  and  the  interests  of  the  people  of  Georgia 
•<lemand.    They  should  all  be  509^  higher. 

PUBLISHED  STATEMENTS. 

The  law  requires  four  published  statements  per  annum  of  the 
condition  of  each  bank,  sworn  and  certified  to  by  the  cashier,  mak- 
ing 1,792  statements  in  all,  to  be  sent  to  the  State  Examiner  for 
his  inspection  and  review,  in  addition  to  the  896  examiner's  re- 
ports, a  grand  total  of  2,688  bank  reports  each  year  sent  to  my 
office  for  my  criticism.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  them  require  from  one 
to  three  letters  to  the  banks  needing  instruction  and  warning. 
To  carry  out  the  bank  laws  in  the  Code,  and  the  new  bill,  forbids 
leisure  and  idleness  in  this  department.  The  united  positions  of 
State  Treasurer  and  State  Bank  Examiner  are  not  sinecures. 
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INSURANCE  OF  DEPOSITS. 

This  is  a  novel  subject,  but  recent  events  make  its  discussion 
pertinent  and  appropriate.  If  Georgia  should  begin  a  system  of 
insurance  on  deposits  it  would  be  wisely  taking  the  lead  in  re- 
form,  which  all  honest  people  will  concede  to  be  desirable.  Our 
great  Commonwealth  should  enact  a  fair  and  just  law  which 
would  be  of  rare  value  to  the  State,  to  its  banks  and  to  its  citi- 
zens who  are  depositors. 

The  funds  of  cities,  counties,  colleges,  school  districts,  etc., 
are  secured  by  surety,  or  personal  bonds.  The  principle  of  security 
and  insurance  of  public  deposits  is  thoroughly  established  in 
national  and  State  constitutions  and  statutes,  as  well  as  in  city 
charters,  and  is  strongly  entrenched  in  public  opinion  and  official 
custom,  and  from  this  fact  I  claim  that  insured  deposits  is  no 
dream,  it  is  not  a  mere  theory  or  sentiment.  I  am  simply  asking 
that  money  of  private  deix)sitors  also  receive  protection  and  the 
trust  be  held  sacred  and  its  security  guaranteed.  Public  policy 
demands  the  protection  of  public  deposits,  then,  in  the  name  of 
common  honesty,  is  it  not  public  policy  to  secure  and  insure 
private  deposits?  Let  this  be  done  and  periodic  panics  and  bank 
runs  will  l>ecome  a  tradition  of  the  past.  Let  the  law-making 
power,  wisdom  and  conscience  of  our  legislators  give  the  small 
depositors,  and  to  all  depositors,  the  assurance  and  insurance  of 
absolute  security  of  the  money  they  have  placed  in  trust,  and 
then  the  day  of  sound  banking  will  have  arrived,  and  the  clear, 
positive,  cloudless  fact  will  forever  banish  panics  and  runs  from 
our  financial  affairs,  and  there  will  be  no  more  business  ])rostra- 
tions. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

I  believe  that  a  basis  of  assessment  can  be  devised  which  will 
secure  this  Very  important  end,  and  be  entirely  just  to  all  con- 
cerned.    Such  a  scheme  is  worthy  of  discussion  and  adoption  by 
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our  Legislature,  and  such  action  would  not  cripple,  fior  injure^ 
nor  in  any  way  affect  the  individuality  of  a  single  bank.  The 
plan  would  prove  a  source  of  gain  instead  of  expense  to  our 
banks.  To  take  the  small  per  cent.  I  have  in  mind  as  assessment 
from  each  bank  to  insure  depositors  would  secure  for  circulation 
many  thousands  of  dollars  that  never  get  into  banks,  but  are 
held  up  by  the  people  because  they  are  afraid  to  put  it  into  then;. 
If  our  people  were  convinced,  knew  absolutely,  that  their  fears 
were  groundless,  and  there  was  no  danger  of  banks  failing  and 
the  loss  of  their  deposits  were  nigh  impossible,  it  would  bring 
out  money  from  their  hiding  places  where  they  are  exposed  to 
thieves  and  to  fire  and  flood,  and  obtain  enough  to  secure  in- 
terest on  deposits  sufficiei>t  to  really  make  income  for  banks, 
and  the  expense  to  carry  on  this  insurance  would  amount  to  lit- 
tle. Such  an  effort  as  I  have  indicated  is  worth  the  attention 
and  close  study  of  Georgia  legislators.  I  would  suggest  the 
appointment  of  a  commission,  to  be  composed  of  the  Governor. 
Attorney-General  and  State  Bank  Examiner  and  three  bankers,, 
to  be  selected  by  the  State  Bankers*  Association,  to  examine  into 
this  matter  and  report  a  plan  to  the  next  or  to  the  existing  Legis- 
lature. It  is  estimated  that  one-third  of  the  circulating  medium 
is  always  in  hiding.  This  is  the.  result  of  want  of  confidence. 
Inaugurate  the  system  I  mention  and  it  will  remove  fear,  restore 
trust  and  prevent  frantic  bank  runs  and  bank  failures.  Let  a 
wise  commission  of  patriotic  men  of  financial  ability,  in  whom 
the  bankers  and  f>eople  have  confidence,  be  chosen  with  plenary 
power  to  work  out  details  of  this  sdheme.  It  is  not  an  imprac- 
tical one,  it  can  be  made  just  and  equitable,  and,  in  my  judgment, 
is  lx)und  to  come.    The  sooner  the  better,  and  the  wiser. 

I  trust  that  some  thoughtful  legislator  will  take  this  impor- 
tant measure  in  mind  and  introduce  a  bill  of  the  character  sug- 
geste<l,  which  might  be  entitled : 

"A  bill  to  provide  for  the  security  of  Depositors  in  the  Char- 
tered State  banks  of  Georgia,  creating  a  State  Bank  Deposit 
Insurance  Fund  and  providing  regulations  therefor." 
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MORE  DEPOSITORIES  AT  THE  CAPITAL, 

December  20th  is  the  last  day  upon  which  taxes  can  be  paid 
by  citizens  or  corporations,  except  by  courtesy  and  forbearance 
of  tax-collectors,  without  interest  is  paid.  As  a  result,  the  two 
local  depositories  in  Atlanta  are  often  crowded  with  temporary 
deposits  on  that  date.  Six  years  ago  there  was  only  one  deposi- 
tory in  Atlanta,  the  Neal,  and  I  appealed  for  relief  and  the  Legis- 
lature passed  an  Act  authorizing  a  second  depository,  the  Fourth 
National.  Experience  shows  the  absolute  necessity  for  a  third 
and  perhaps  a  fourth  bank  depository  in  the  capital.  Emergen- 
cies usually  arise  on  the  20th  of  December  which  make  it  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  deposit  an  extraordinary  number  of  checks, 
<  often  of  great  amounts  and  mainly  sent  by  railroad  companies,) 
in  the  two  depositories  for  a  few  days.  This  year,  with  our  two 
banks,  about  as  full  as  our  custom  permits  on  the  20th,  I 
received,  coming  in  after  midnight  by  special  delivery, 
a  check  for  $92,696.69,  taxes  from  the  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  I  sent  it  on  the  20th  to  the  Fourth  National  Bank  for 
temporary  deposit.  There  was  on  that  day  in  the  Fourth  Na- 
tional Bank  $75,451.04.  The  addition  of  this  check,  with  other 
small  amounts,  gave  us  $168,613.11  in  that  bank.  On  the  same 
day  I  received  checks  from

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Both  Banks  were  under  a  $100,000  Bond  eacli,  but,  Vol.  i, 
Par.  989,  of  the  Code,  gave  me  autHoiity  to  make  temporary 
deposits  for  a  period  of  ten  days,  over  and  above  amount  of  the 
Bond.  There  was  no  depository  in  Georgia  that  day  that  could 
have  received  these  large  checks  for  taxes,  unless  it  had  done 
so  over  the  amount  its  Bond  specifies.  I  had  been  checking  on 
these  Banks  heavily  every  day,  knd  continued  checking  out  that 
day,  and  mailed  amounts  to  $35,441.46;  but  on  the  21st, 
twenty-four  hours  after  these  deposits,  the  Neal  Bank  failed, 
an  event  of  deepest  regret  to  me.  Yet  I  knew,  under  the  law, 
that  the  money  I  had  deposited  w^as  the  State's  and  the  State 
had  a  prior  lien  and  was  a  preferred  creditor,  because  the  money 
was  contributed  as  taxes  by  the  i>eople  for  the  supix>rt  of  the 
State.  These  checks  were,  of  course,  retumed  to  me,  and  new- 
ones  substituted. 

To  avoid  such  a  plethora  of  money  in  Atlanta,  m  the  future,  I 
would  urge  the  selection  of  more  depositories  as  soon  as  such  a 
law  can  be  passed. 

The  bookkeeping  required  to  be  kept  with  our  ninety-cne  de- 
positories, scattered  in  nearly  as  many  towns  in  Georgia,  is  OTier- 
ous,  and  many  of  the  small  banks  in  small  towns  are  not  bene- 
fited by  the  small  deposits  they  receive.  It  remains  with  tliem 
too  short  a  period,  and  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  they  do  not 
need  it.  The  Treasury  bookkeeping  is  too  great  for  any  one  man, 
and  my  able  and  faithful  assistant,  Capt.  C.  T.  Furlow,  has  been 
in  poor  health  for  most  of  the  year,  and  I  feel  greatly  the  nee<l 
of  more  help  in  the  office.  The  Constitution  forbids  me  to  have 
more  than  one  clerk,  at  the  small  and  inadequate  salary  of  $1,600. 
The  Treasury'  should  have  two  bookkeepers,  a  cashier  and  a 
stenographer,  at  first-class  salaries.  It  handles  about  five  mil- 
lions of  dollars  twice  a  year.  I  learn  that  there  are  many  firms 
in  Atlanta  and  other  cities  of  Georgia  that  pay  double  that  amount 
to  their  bookkeepers,  and  for  the  performance  of  perhaps  one- 
third  of  the  work  and  with  one-twentieth  of  the  responsibility. 
T  plead  for  more  help  and  better  salaries.  There  are  Banks  in 
Georgia  that  pay  as  high  as  $65,000  a  year  for  salaries  of  their 
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officers  and  employees,  and  which  have  from  ten  to  twenty  able 
men  engaged  in  their  service.  Per  contra,  Georgia  limits  her 
two  Treasury  employees  to  only  $3,600,  yet  the  labors  and 
responsibilities  are  as  great  in  the  Treasury  perhaps  as  in  any 
of  the  Banks,  and  no  Bank  officer  pays  for  a  $200,000  Bond, 
as  IS  exacted  from  the  Treasurer.  The  General  Assembly  could, 
I  think,  grant  an  appropriation  much  larger  than  the  pitiful 
$1,200.00  now  allowed  to  the  banking  departn>ent  for  clerical 
help.  I  respectfully  urge -that  such  relief  be  furnished  at  once. 
The  State*s  necessities  require  it  and  there  should  be  no  hesitation. 
The  books  for  registration  of  bonds,  and  payment  of  interest  on 
them  and  on  coupon  bonds  require  much  time  and  care  and  need 
^  special  clerk.  Owners  of  over  seven  million  dollars  of  regis- 
tered and  coupon  bonds  are  interested. 

In  1877,   when   our   Constitution   was   formed   and   salaries 
agreed  upon,  there  were  only  $1,998,364.84    handled    by    the 
Treasurer.     In  1907  I  received  and  paid  out  $4,814,764.83,  or 
ver\'  nearly  five  millions  of  dollars.     The  labors  of  this  depart- 
^iT«it  are  vastly  greater,  the  duties  more  confining  and  the  re- 
■sponsibilities  are  multiplied.     Yet  the  law   allows   no  greater 
"^lary  than  was  paid  over  fifty  years  ago,  viz. :    $2,000.00  to 
the  Treasurer  and  $1, 600.00  to  his  only  clerk,  while  the  labors 
^nd  responsibilities   have    increased   a    hundredfold.      To    any 
fair-minded  man  this  appears  unjust  and  ungenerous.    The  com- 
pensation is  not  commensurate  with  the  great  work,  vast  respon- 
sibilities, constant  anxiety  and  increasing  cares  of  the  office.    Out 
of  these  meagre  salaries  surety  bonds  are  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
and  his  clerk,  and  in  1905  the  General  Assembly  refused  to  re- 
lieve them  of  this  expense,  by  declining  to  pass  a  bill  for  their 
relief.    In  contrast,  Georgia  State  banks  do  pay  the  bonds  re- 
tjuired  of  their  cashiers  2(nd  tellers. 

SMALL  BANKS. 

The  organization  of  small  banks  with  permission  to  begin  busi- 
ness with  only  60  per  cent,  paid  in  should  be  discontinued,  and 
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all  State  banks  should  be  required  to  pay  the  unpaid  balance 
in  monthly  installments  of  lo  per  cent,  per  month.  The  universal 
consensus  of  opinion  favors  this.  The  small  banks  are  a  great 
convenience  and  their  existence  is  necessary  to  the  proper  service 
of  the  public,  and  they  should  be  established  wherever  there  is  a 
real  demand  for  t4iem,  but  banks  organized  by  people  and  in 
communities  without  banking  capital  or  where  they  could  not 
have  reasonable  hope  to  succeed,  should  be  discouraged.  Some  of 
these  little  banks  have  presidents  who  own  only  one  share  of  stock 
and  live  many  miles  away,  too  far  to  give  close  attention  or  su- 
pervision to  their  official  duties.  Every  officer  and  director 
should,  as  in  national  banks,  own  not  less  than  ten  shares  in  his 
own  name.  I  am  informed  of  the  purpose  of  several  small  banks 
in  the  State  to  discontinue  by  liquidation,  or  merging  with  other 
banks,  and  I  have  encouraged  the  idea.  The  mefged  banks 
can  furnish  ample  capital  at  less  expense  and  supply  all  local 
wants,  and  pay  better  dividends.  Some  of  them  are  failing  to 
make  dividends. 

BORROWED  MONEY. 

The  funds  of  the  State  became  so  reduced  that  on  the  15th  of 
October  it  was  thought  best  by  you  to  borrow  enough  to  tide  us 
through  until  taxes  came  in.  We  secured  upon  excellent  terms 
the  following  amounts: 

From  the  Neal  Bank,  of  Atlanta $50,000  00  at  two  per  cent. 

From  Fourth  National  Bank,  of  Atlanta 50,000  00  at  two  per  cent. 

From  the  American  National  Bank,  of  Macon 40,000  00  no  interest. 

From  the  Chatham  Bank,  of  Savannah 20,000  00  at  two  per  cent^ 

From  Third  National  Bank,  of  Columbus 20,000  00  at  two  per  cent. 

These  amounts  were  borrowed  payable  December  15th,  but  on 
that  date  the  treasury  was  still  in  a  very  depleted  condition,  and 
we  had  no  assurance  as  to  the  amount  that  would  be  received 
on  December  20th,  the  last  day  permitted  for  the  payment  of 
taxes  without  interest  accruing,  and  you  renewed  the  notes  for 
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thirty  <iays,  with  the  exception  of  $25,000.00  to  the  American 
National  Bank.     The  banks  were  exceedingly  generous  and  pa- 
triotic in  nKiking  these  loans,  and  in  extending  them,  and  I  am 
gratified  to  state  that  the  reports  of  ninety-one  State  deposi- 
tories of  the  receipts  from  tax-collectors  have  been  most  encour- 
aging, and  we  will  be  able  to  meet  the  large  aimounts  due  to  the 
puWic  schools  of  the  State,  and  on  the  15th  of  January,  when 
the  notes  all  fall  due,  they  can  be  met  without  inconvenience  to 
the  State  or  any  necessity  for  further  renewal. 

Several  of  our  large  State  bank  depositories  have  been  called 
upon  during  the  past  eight  years  to  lend  money  to  the  State,  and 
to  their  credit  it  must  be  said  that  they  have  uniformly  re- 
sponded with  liberality  and  promptness. 


THE  POWERS  OF  THE  BANK  BUREAU. 

This  department  possesses  no  mandatory  powers,  it  can  only 
advise,  admonish  and  instruct.    If  stei'n,  compelling  methods  are 
adopted  through  an  injudicious  use  of  authority  by  an  indiscreet 
examiner,  failures,  bankruptcies  and  receiverships  will  multiply. 
It  is  far  better  to  warn,  guide  and  save  than  by  using  harshness, 
condemn  and  destroy.     The   large  nuinber  of   Georgia   banks 
saved  by  our  present  policy  will  never  be  known.    Thousands  of 
dollars  have  been  saved  to  stockholders,  creditors  and  depositors 
by  forbearance,  advice,  encouragement,  and  urging  strict  compli- 
ance with  the  law,  and  the  rules  of  legitimate  banking.   Examin- 
ers can  only  warn  against  past  due  loans,  and  urge  collections, 
but  can  not  demand  obedience.     The  quarterly  sworn  and  certi- 
fied statements  are  of  decided  advantage.     Many  bankers  persist 
in  keeping  old  notes  with  twenty  years  limit  on  their  books  as 
live  assets,    for   various   reasons   \\4iich   they   plausibly  assign. 
AVhile  not  approving  them,  examiners  can  not  peremptorily  or- 
der these  past  due  loans  charged  off.    They  can  only  advise  and 
urge  that  course.     Possibly  greater  authority  should  be  given, 
but  sudi  power  in  the  hands  of  a  "Grand  Stand  Player"  in  the 
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person  of  a  conceited  and  indiscreet  officer  would  probably  de- 
stroy or  badly  cripple  as  many  banks  as  it  would  save,  if  not 
many  more.  Many  of  these  past  due  loans  have  good  names  of 
slow  men  or  slow  firms  on  them,  and  I  have  known  many  notes 
that  seemed  utterly  valueless,  which,  by  patient  indulgence  and 
persistence,  were  finally  collected  with  all  the  accrued  interest. 
The  plan  of  our  department  is  to  insist  upon  prompt  collections 
when  notes  are  due,  or  to  have  them  renewed  with  better  col- 
lateral. Yet.  we  are  also  insistent  upon  charging  off  to  profit  and 
loss,  and  urge  that  policy.     We  insist  upon  *1ive  assets." 


BANK  FAILURES. 

There  have  been  only  two  failures  of  State  banks  for  the  year 
T907,  two  mergers  and  two  liquidations.  The  officers  of  one  of 
the  first  named  banks,  viz. :  The  Exchange  Bank.  Macon,  Ga., 
have  been  indicted  for  misdemeanor  and  eml)ezz]ement,  and  as 
they  and  the  bank  are  now  in  the  hands  (^f  the  court,  I  refrain 
from  further  mention.  The  bank  failed  in  July  before  our  new 
law  was  enacted,  and  the  court  appointed  R.  J.  Taylor,  C.  T. 
King  and  B.  P.  O'Neal  i>ermanent  receivers,  and  they  are  now 
in  charg<e  of  its  assets  and  have  paid  two  dividends. 

The  second  failure,  viz. :  of  The  Neal  Bank,  of  Atlanta, 
resulted  largely  from  promotions  of  Ix>th  foreign'  and 
local  enterprises,  or  syndicate  operations,  and  was  pre- 
cipitated by  an  unlooked-for  panic  and  a  "run.''  These  "runs" 
are  accompanied  by  a  spirit  of  frenzy,  and  the  most  solvent  banks 
are  endangered,  sometimes  ruined,  by  them..  The  year  1907  has 
been  the  most  trying  and  anxious  in  the  entire  history  of  Georgia 
banks.    They  have  suffered  a  most  severe  aitd  constant  strain. 

The  advantage  of  our  new  "Banking  Bureau,"  which  went  into 
oi>eration  September  ist,  was  plainly  shown,  and  I  have  had 
many  letters  and  verbal  statements  approving  it.  It  is 
believed  that  at  least  $150,000  will  be  saved  from  the 
assets  of  the  bank  by  acting  promptly  under  section  14  of  the 
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new  law.  As  State  Bank  Examiner,  authorized  by  this  section, 
I  took  immediate  charge,  and  in  three  days,  wiA  the  advice  of 
the  Governor  and  Attorney-General,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
Atlanta  Clearing  House  Association  and  the  officers  of  the  fail- 
ing bank,  the  Neal  Bank  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  great 
banking  corporation  to  act  as  receiver,  under  a  low  contract  half 
the  rate  granted  by  the  law  and  a  most  reasonable  order  of  the 
judge.  The  president  of  the  Central  Bank,  Mr.  A.  G.  Candler, 
in  public  statement,  said :  "I  see  no  reason  why  every  depositor 
should  not  receive  every  dollar  he  has  deposited."  He  added, 
"Dollar  for  dollar  to  depositors,  each  and  every  one.  This  is 
my  hope,  my  belief  and  my  earnest  aim." 

The  Neal  Bank,  in  October  last,  united  with  the  other  banks 

of  Atlanta!  constituting  its  Clearing  House  Association,  in  issuing 

Clearing  House  certificates,  more  than  $1,835,000,  which  were 

endorsed  by  each  of  said  banks,  making  each  responsible  for  the 

^vhole  amount  thereof.    This  full  endorsement  of  the  Neal  Bank 

^used  its  depositors  and  creditors  to  keep  faith  in  its  solvency  and 

'"^^in  their  confidence,  which,  however,  had  never  been  shaken 

^wre  December  21,  when  a  sudden  and  unexpected  bank  run  oc- 

^lltfCd,  between  ten  and  twelve  o'clock, 'the  Saturday  hour  for 

^'osJ^g"-    The  receipts  given  to  the  State  Bank  Examiner  read

3  bonds  of  the  Miller  Union  Stock  Yards,  $1,060.00  each,  and  $13,000.00  City 
of  Atlanta  bonds,  the  two  latter  items  being  deposited  with  the  Atlanta  Clear- 
ing House  Association,  and  on  which  Clearing  House  certificates  have  been 
issued  to  the  Neal  Bank ;  also  in  cash  nine  thousand,  five  hundred  and  sev- 
ciity-five  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents  ($9,575.69),  collections  made  by  the  said 
State  Bank  Examiner  subseqjLient  to  the  date  of  taking  charge  of  the  Neal 
Bank.

THE   lAfPORTANCE  OF   BANK   EXAMINATIONS. 

Last  summer  when  the  bank  hill,  reix>rted  by  the  Clearing 
House  Associations  of  Augiista  and  Atlanta,  and  endorsed  by 
the  Georgia  State  Bankers  Convention  in  more  than  one  meeting 
assembled,  was  being  discussed,  after  its  unanimous  passage  by 
the  House  of  Representatives,  in  the  State  Senate,  a  senator, 
who  has  never  been  a  bank  director,  I  imagine,  while  advocating 
the  passage  of  the  bank  bill  pending,  exclaimed  that  'he  regarded 
bank  supervision  and  examination  as  a  farce. 
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I  was  forcibly  struck  and  amazed  by  this  strange  declaration, 
coming  from  the  highly  esteemed  source  from  which  it  emanated, 
and  I  beg  to  say  that  from  my  own  experience  of  several  years 
as  a  bank  director  and  eight  years  as  the  Georgia  State  Bank 
Examiner,  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  he  is  in  error.  We 
must  concede  that  laws  and  legislation  will  not  create  honest 
and  experienced  men  any  more  than  it  would  create  values.  But 
it  will  often  serve  to  keep  men  honest  by  placing  restraints  and 
checks  on  them,  so  as  to  prevent  carelessness  and  speculation 
with  funds  entrusted  to  their  keeping,  and  it  will  force  dishonest 
men  out  of  business.  Trust  and  confidence  are  the  keynotes  that 
bind  together  the  arch  of  the  banking  business,  and  this  confi- 
dence is  largely  the  result  of  good  banking  laws,  followed  up  by 
frequent,  intelligent  and  thorough  examinations  and  by  i)eriodi- 
cal  sworn  statements. 

We  must  agree  that  it  is  impossible  to  enact  statutes  requir- 
ing sworn  statements  so  stringent  as  to  prevent  the  falsification 
or  "doctoring"  of  such  reports,  but  with  good  banking  laws, 
with  experienced,  competent  and  conscientious  cashiers  and 
boards  of  directors,  whose  minds  and  hearts  are  pointing  in  the 
direction  of  correct  banking  principles,  and  with  competent  and 
careful  bank  examiners,  who  can  say  that  'supervision  and  ex- 
amination is  a  farce,  or  that  it  is  not  worth  many  times  the  cost 
to  the  bank  for  such  supervision  and  examinations?  An  honest 
man  does  not  object  to  being'  watched  and  a  dishonest  man  surely 
needs  to  be. 

The  mission  of  the  bank  examiner,  however,  is  not  alone  to 
be  a  "watch  dog"  or  detective,  but  to  aid  in  the  correction  of  un- 
businesslike methods  that  some  Bankers  acquire,  and  which, 
if  persisted  in,  cause  loss  to  the  institution.  It  is  his  duty  to  as- 
certain whether  the  bank  is  transacting  its  business  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law,  and  to  advise  and  admonish  the  officers  and 
directors  that  upon  them  rests  the  responsibility  of  faithfully 
performing  their  duties,  and  the  bank  examiner  who  is  success- 
ful in  the  accomplishment  of  this,  and  who  is  able  to  get  the 
directors  of  the  banks,  under  his  supervision,  to  direct,  has  ren- 
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dered  a  most  valuable  service,  not  alone  to  the  depositors  and* 
stodcholders,    but    to    the    officers    and    directors    themselves. 
Many  an  officei*  and  director  might  have  been  spared  disgrace 
and  punishment  had  they  been  shown  the  straight  and  narrow 
path  in  time  and  been  compelled  to  walk  therein. 

It  is  ridiculous  to  suppose  that  an  examiner  alone  can  prevent 
a  dishonest  bank  official  from  looting  the  institution,  but  if  he 
has  the  cooperation  of  the  directors  his  ser\'ices  have  been  and 
will  continue  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  banks  themselves  and  a 
protection  to  the  depositor  and  stockholder,  despite  the  criticisms 
that  the  system  has  received  and  is  getting  from  the  public  and 
the  press.  Ruinous  failures  of  Ijanks  under  supervision  no  doubt 
will  continue  to  occur,  regardless  of  system,  but  are  we  to  call  a 
system  of  supervision  which  reduces  these  failures  to  a  minimum, 
a  "farce?" 

We  have  now  in  Georgia  448  State  banks,  and  during  the 
tight  years  that  I  have  been  State  Bank  Examiner  failures  have 
occurred  in  only  five  State  banks.  This  is  a  tribute  to  the 
State  banking  system  of  examination,  and  it  shows  that  a  system 
of  supervision,  which  reduces  failures  to  such  a  minimum,  can 
not  be  a  * 'farce.*' 

In  the  very  limited  space  allotted  an  examiner  in  which  to  ex- 
amine a  bank,  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  give  the  necessary  time 
within  which  to  make  his  examination  as  thorough  as  it  should 
be.  Tt  would  take  probably  ten  times  the  numl>er  of  bank  ex- 
aminers as  this  State  allows  to  irtake  as  thorough  an  exanti- 
nation  as  we  should  have.  There  are  many  things,  however, 
that  he  can  and  does  ascertain  upon  which  to  draw  his  conclu- 
sions, such  as  counting  the  cash,  listing  and  verifying  the  out- 
standing certificates  of  deposit,  checking  the  cancelled  ones  widi 
the  records,  verifying  the  balances  in  correspondent  banks  and 
listing  and  proving  the  loans  and  other  securities  of  the  Bank. 

With  reference  to  ascertaining  the  authenticity  and  value  of 
the  loans  and  securities  he  should  be  willingly  aided  by  the  di- 
rectors, and  they  should  be  required  to  go  over  and  pass  upon  the 
securities  with  him.     There  are  many  other  things  that  a  bank 
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examiner  should  do,  and  which  are  material  in  making  his  exami- 
nations complete.  He  should  examine  the  stock  certificate  record 
to  ascertain  that  the  correct  amount  of  stock  has  been  issued, 
also  consult  the  minute  book  to  see  if  regular  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  and  directors  are  being  held,  and  if  the  examining 
committee  has  been  performing  its  duties,  and  that  these  findings 
have  been  recorded  in  the  minutes. 

Setting  aside  absolute  theft  and   falsification  of  the  books, 
which  it  is  admitted  no  system  can  be  devised  to  prevent,  it  seems 
to    me  that  the  directors  and  the  local   examining  committee 
should  not  l>e  excused  from  passing  worthless  paper  and  securi- 
ties,   and  as  to  counting  the  cash  and  verifying  of  the  bank  ac- 
counts themselves,  the  duty  is  simple.     After  this  is  done  they 
can  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  individual  dejxisit  ledger,  and  this 
ihey  can  easily  verify  by  making  it  convenient  to  drop  in  at  the 
end-of  some  month,  and  superintend  the  balancing  of  pass  books. 
This   method  being  pursued  and  the  directors  and  examining 
committee  being  satisfied  that  their  officers  are  conducting  the 
^^smess  honestly  and  profitably,  it  would  seem  they  are  in  ix)- 
sitiori  then  to  testify  tnithfully,  and  ought  to  add  confidence  u> 
^^^  ''nstitution. 

1*^  I>iiblic  is  generally  too  apt  to  pass  criticisms  without  giving 
enit.        They  know  of  the  occasional  disreputable  failure  of  a 
J^^^tich  has  been  under  supervision,  but  the  nural^erless  cases 
^'Kir-es  which  the  timely  interference  of  the  banking  depart- 
*^^>d  bank  examiners  have  prevented,  they  do  not  hear  of, 
^^    AA^hich  none  except  the  bankers,  the  examiner  and  the  de- 
par  irteni;  have  knowledge. 


PUBLICITY. 

.    *^te  that  on  November  6  the  Treasury  Department  of  the 
^^    States  published  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  they  had 
^cl    that  it  would  no  longer  make  public  announcement  ot 
^^Hire  of  national  banks,  nor  give  out  any  information  con- 
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cerning  such  banks  after  they  have  failed.  Neither  will  an- 
nouncement be  made  of  the  name  of  the  receiver  appointed,  or 
any  other  official  action  that  may  be  taken.  This  would  indicate 
that  our  great  Treasury  Department,  which  also  has  charge  of 
th  national  banks  of  the  United  States,  believes  in  secrecy  and 
opposes  publicity  in  handling  the  national  banks  of  America. 

I  wholly  disagree  with  this  idea.  Publicity  is  the  greatest 
safeguard  of  the  prosperity  of  a  bank  or  any  corporation,  and 
the  best  preventive  of  irregularities  and  frauds.  Publicity  will 
prevent  lawbreaking  and  unfaithfulness  among  many  classes 
of  business  men  in  high  places. 


BANKS  NEED  A  SURPLUS. 

Shareholders  should  not  insist  uix)n  dividends  to  the  expense 
of  a  surplus  account.  Dividends  sometimes  lead  to  the  ruin  of 
banks.  It  is  right,  and  sfhould  be  law,  to  require  a  certain  per 
cent,  of  profits  to  be  set  aside  annually.  Deposits  would  be  safer 
and  finances  generally  in  l^etter  condition. 


BANKING  LAWS  OF  OTHER  STATES. 

In  contrast  to  Georgia's  meagre  appropriation  for  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  a  Bank  Bureau,  the  banking  committee 
appointed  by  Gov.  Hughes,  of  New  York,  has  just  recommended 
the  continuance  of  their  State  bank  examiner  in  office  for  a 
l>eriod  of  five  years  at  a  salary  of  $15,000  per  annum.  They 
allow  to  his  first  deputy  a  salary  of  $7,000 ;  to  the  second  deputy, 
$4,000;  to  the  confidential  clerk  and  secretary,  $3,300;  to  the 
chief  clerk,  $3,000;  to  three  stenographers,  $1,200  each;  to  two 
stenographers,  $1,000  each,  and  to  one  stenographer,  $600,  mak- 
ing a  total  numter  of  six  stenographers.  In  addition,  he  is  al- 
lowed three  bookkeepers  and  clerks  at  $1,200  and  $900  respec- 
tively. Besides  fhese,  he  has  eighteen  bank  examiners,  who  are 
allowed  a  per  diem  of  from  $10  to  $18  each,  with  their  railroad 
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faxe  and  $2  per  day  extra  for  necessary  expenses-  Recently 
nine  extra  examiners  have  been  added  to  the  eighteen,  at  tlie 
samie  per  diem. 

These  facts  are  gathered  from  the  annual  report  of  the  super- 
intendent of  banks  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  total  number 
of  New  York  State  banks,  September  30,  1907,  was  202,  and  24 
of  these  had  102  branches,  makmg  a  total  of  304  banks  and 
branches  to  be  examined  twice  a  year.  Georgia  has  448  State 
banks  with  a  number  of  branches,  and  two  bank  examiners  at  a 
salary  of  $1,200  each. 

This  contrast  needs  no  comment.  The  people  of  Georgia,. 
however,  I  would  say,  are  as  important  to  this  State  and  should 
have  as  much  attention  and  care  as  the  people  of  New  York  re- 
ceive. 

In  1904,  (last  report  I  have)  Michigan  had  248  banks,  witir 
one  Superintendent  and  nine  assistants,  at  an  expense  of  $23,696. 
Nebraska  had  one  commissioner  of  banks  and  four  examiners, 
at  expense  of  $14,390.  Pennsylvania  has  a  commissioner,  six 
clerks,  eighteen  examiners  and  461  banks  and  trust  companies,. 
and  an  expense  account  of  $63,743. 


THE  DUTIES  OF  DIRECTORS. 

All  State  banks  of  discount  and  deposit  should  be  carefully 
managed  by  a  full  board  of  directors  and  not  by  one  or  two  men. 
Many  banks  trust  their  entire  business  to  a  cashier,  and  give  no- 
supervision.  We  need  a  moral  reform  in  the  way  of  bringing  air 
bank  directors  to  the  belief  that  they  are  trustees  for  their  de- 
positors just  as  fully  as  the  trustees  of  an  estate  or  an  educational 
or  charitable  institution  are  responsible  for  the  welfare  and  pro- 
tection of  their  beneficiaries. 

The  custom  and  history  of  savings  banks  prove  such  a  moral 
attitude  is  possible.  The  savings  bank  president  or  cashier  or 
director  of  to-day  who  connives  at  or  pennits  the  wrecking  or 
ruin  of  his  bank,  is  looked  upon  with  scorn  by  his  colleagues. 
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and  his  fellow  citizens.  The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  po- 
sition of  director  in  a  bank  will  carry  with  it  all  the  duties  ami 
obligations  of  trustee  towards  'his  ward.  At  present  these  are 
treated  too  lightly  and  with  far  too  great  indifference.  When 
the  necessity  and  propriety  of  such  directorship  are  generally 
admitted  in  our  State  banks,  we  shall  have  fewer  financial  fail- 
ures and  panics. 

In  this  connection  I  would  quote  from  my  rep<;rt  of  Decemljer 
31,  1905 :  **I  call  your  attention  to  fhe  fact  that  there  is  a  dispo- 
sition to  have  too  many  *one  man  l>anks.'  and  we  should  have  a 
law  to  compel  directors  to  direct."  Also  these  words :  **One  of 
the  greatest  causes  of  bank  failures  is  making  excessive  loans  to 
a  single  individual,  firm  or  corporation.  To  avoid  this  danger 
we  must  have  directors  and  other  l)anking  employees  who  are 
more  attentive  to  the  duties  of  their  several  positions.'*  *'Direc- 
tors  should  l>e  com|>ensated  when  they  meet  for  business.''  etc. 


RECOMMEXDATIOXS. 

The  above  statement  of  facts  justifies  me  in  recommendin,^ 
that  the  Constitution  be  changed  so  as  to  pay  adequate  salaries 
to  the  Treasurer  and  his  clerk,  and  that  an  experienced,  prac- 
tical bookkeeper  and  a  first-class  stenographer  be  added  to  that 
Department.  Both  of  the  Departments,  the  Treasury  and  the 
Banking,  need  at  once  increased  help  and  better  pay.  The  Bank- 
ing department  should  have  two  stenographers  and  two  clerks, 
while  the  Treasury  Department  should  have  one  additional  Book- 
keeper, a  Cashier  and  a  Stenographer.  These  are  present  needs. 
Provide  for  more  as  needed. 

If  the  Legislature  in  its  wisdom. does  not  see  fit  to  concur  in 
these  changes  and  recommendations,  I  would  suggest  an  entire 
separation  of  the  State  Treasury  Department  from  the  State 
Banking  Def>artment,  but  would  repeat  that  the  salaries  be 
properly  and  generously  increased,  as  well  as  the  number  of 
the  employees.     The  two  Departments,  as  is  well  known,  like 
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others  in  the  Capitol,  were  joined  together  to  supplement  the 
meagre  salaries  fixed  by  the  Constitution.     Let  the  salaries  be 
largely  increased  and  the  two  Departments  separated.     1  am 
not  making  this  suggestion  to  avoid  any  duties  imposed  upon 
nie.     The  duties  of  both  of  these  Departments  are  congenial 
to  my  tastes,  but  unless  they  are  adequately  supported  and  main- 
tained. I  repeat  that  their  complete  separation  seems  imperative 
I  recommend  that  all  Banks  be  required  to  pay  up  the  full 
amount  of  their  authorized  capital. 

That  no  bank  be  allowed  to  lend  money  on  their  own  capital 
stock.     It  adds  to  their  liabilities  and  diminishes  their  assets. 

The  compensation  of  Receivers  of  failed  Banks  should  bo 
<lecreased  from  its  present  wording,  and  only  two  and  a  half 
per  cent,  be  allowed,  both  ways,  for  receiving  and  paying  out. 
The  present  law  seems  to  me  to  be  excessive,  and  depositors 
should  under  all  circumstances  get  every  protection  that  is  pos- 
sible. Let  a  more  moderate  sum  be  fixed  for  the  compensation 
of  Receivers,  and  a  graduated  basis  seems  to  be  the  wisest  plan. 
^"  future  no  Banks  should  be  organized  with  a  less  capital 
than  $25,000.00,  fully  paid  up  in  cash,  and  not  in  notes. 

ihe  Receiver  should  be  permitted  to  pay  out  to  d^epositors 
^d  ereclitors  before  the  expiration  of  six  months,  under  order 
<^f  court. 

J  He   recent  law  should  be  carefully  revised  and  amended.     Tt 
'f  '"Consistent  in  several  particulars.    There  are  some  contradic- 
'ons,    a.nd  some  allusions  or  references  to  sections  or  subjects 
which   a  re  T)pt  to  be  found.
